Very recently strong newspaper sup- 
porters of the president, critlcl/.ed tho 
senate severely for attempting to say 
anything In regard to peace negotia- 
tions, claiming that It: was purely an 
executive function and that the sen- 
ate was going outside Us jurisdiction 
cither to approve or disapprove any 
action the executive might take he- 
fore the treaty was actually submitted 
to tho senate. 


Hack in the days of the last admin- 


istration 
of 
Orovor Cleveland, that 


strong-minded president, had a very 
able paper prepared on the subject of 
tho rights of tho executive In the mat- 
tor of tho recognition of new coun- 
tries or tho belligerency of countries 
In war.

metal, wood or other suitable material 
und wrapped m> that nothing can es- 
cape from tho package. All such par- 
cels must bo labeled "ICggs." F/ggs In 
parcels weighing wore thnn 20 pounds 
wro accepted for mailing to offices In 
tho first nnd second zones when pack- 
ed in crates, boxes, buckets or other 
containers having tight bottoms to pre- 
vent tho escape of anything from tbo

BHYTHM OF NEGRO MELODIES 


.Writer Points Out How It 
Differs 


' 
From That of the White Man's 


'. 
Folk Music. 


Somo Interesting characteristics of 


negrr> music are discussed In a book 
on "Nefii-o Folk Songs" by Natalie Cnr- 
tls IJurllti, observes the Boston Herald. 
"Though the negro, transplanted to 
-other 'lands, absorbed much musically 
from ' the . surrounding civilization," 
the writes.,

give to his music an Interest worthy 
of particular study are precisely those 
which differentiate negro songs from 
the songs of the neighboring, white 
imm; they are racial traits, and the 
black man brought them from the dark 
continent. The most obvious point of 
demarcation between negro music and 
European is found, of course, In the 
rhythm. The simple rhythms natural 
to the white man (I speak of folk mu- 
sic, the people's song, not of the elab- 
orate creations of trained musicians), 
arc usually. even and symmetrical. In

How to Pack Eggs. 


According to the post omco regula- 


tions eggs will be accepted for local 
delivery when they are so packed In 
a basket or other container us to pre- 
vent damage to other mall matter. 
Egfs to be sent beyond the local oillce 
are accepted for mailing regardless of ( 
distance when each egg is wrapped , ^j 
separately and surrounded with excel- 
sior, cotton or other suitable material 
nnd packed In a strong container rnado 
of double-faced, corrugated pasteboard, 
metal, wood or other suitable material 
end wrapped so that nothing cnn es- 
cape from tho package. All such par- 
cels must be labeled "Eggs." E^KS In 
parcels weighing more than 20 pounds 
are accepted for mailing to offices In 
tho flrst and second zones when pack- 
ed In crates, boxes, buckets or other 
containers having tight bottoms to pre- 
vent the escape of anything from tho

each egg, as otherwise thore is a dan- 
ger of breakage In handling. Average
